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March 18, 1970 



The Athens^Clarke County Library Board met in the Auditorium 
of the new library on Wednesday afternoon, March 18, 1970 at 
4 o'clock. 

After a short social hour the meeting was called to order by 
the Chairman, W. W. Wier . Present were, W. W. Wier, Troutman Wilson, 
Uly Gunn, Marvin Perry, Clinton Adams, Hal Cofer, Mrs. J. B. Neighbors, 
Mrs . Patsy Dudley, Miss Natalie Bocock, Miss Janette Browning, 

Mrs. John Wilkins III, John T. Hurley and Sarah Maret, Mrs. 

Mendenhall was present for the last part of the meeting. 

Mr. Cofer, chairman of the grounds committee, gave a full 
report on the plans for the fragrance garden which the Garden 
Club Council wishes to sponsor. He cited the cost which the 
garden would entail to complete and how it would have to be 
maintained after completion. iie reported that visits had been 
made to the county commissioners to get support for the project. 

The garden would cost around 61,000.00 per year to maintain. The 
commissioners said they could not commit future officers of the 
county to assume the responsibility for keeping up the garden, but 
that the maintenance could be included in the library budget. 

Mr. Cofer showed the plans which had been drawn up and discussed 
them. Mr. Wilson moved that the board accept the proposal for the 
fragrance garden under two conditions. (1) That all concerned 
agree on the plan for the garden and have the funds in hand before 
starting it, and (2) that any solicitation for funds have the 
board's approval and that the solicitation be clearly identified 
as a solicitation of the Garden Club Council rather than the 
library. Mr, Hurley seconded motion. Motion carried. It was 
pointed, out that a letter should be written to the Garden Club 
Council Committee and to the commissioners stating that the garden 
had the approval of the board. 

A summary of the minutes of the board meeting of August 26, 

196 was given by the secretary and they were accepted as summarized. 
This motion was made by Mr. Gunn, seconded by Mr. Wilson and carried. 

Miss Maret reported that, a gas light fixture for the grounds 
had been chosen and that the gas company planned to install it soon. 

Mr, Wilson read a letter from Dean Lindsay Coweri in which 
a request was made for the use of the library auditorium on 
Sundays as a meeting place for a Presbyterian church group. 

Miss Maret read paragraph by paragraph suggested regulations on 
the use of the auditorium by outside groups. Several suggestions 
and additions were made by the board. The regulations were then 
accepted. A copy is attached to these minutes. Since several 
of the regulations touched on the prohibiting of church groups ' 
use of the library, Mr. Wilson, said he would nitify Dean Cowen 
of the board's decision.

Chairman Wier told of his visit to the studio of Wayne 
Bates who is making several eoremic figures and vases for use 
in the garden and building. He reported that he was very pleased 
with the work being done by Mr. Bates. 

Mr. Adams reported that the Georgia Power Company could 
remove several trees in front of the library and plant dogwood 
trees in the area. Also they would be willing to relocate the 
power poles in front of the building arid change the hardware on 
the poles so that a more attractive entrance would be shown. 

It was suggested that a letter be written to the power company 
thanking them and accepting their offer contingent upon 
authorization from the city to have this work done. Also the 
city would be asked to construct curbing a. long Dougherty Street 
in front of library property after the other changes have been 
made . 

Terms of three members of the board have expired. These 
are Mrs. Dudley, Miss Bocock. and Mrs. .James. It was moved that 
these names be submitted to the Mayor and Council recommending 
their reappointment. 

A contract for the servicing of the elevator was discussed 
briefly. This was turned over to the building committee for 
action . 

A list of committee appointments was distributed by the 
chairman, a copy of which is attached. 

Miss Maret reported having received a letter from Deacon's 
Benchmark proposing to furnish plants for the library. The 
cost of the plants was rather high. No action was taken on the 
matter . 



Mrs. Mendenhall reported that she had just received a latter 
from Congressman Stephens saying that ho could come for the 
dedication ceremonies on Friday, Saturday or Monday, May 1, 2 

or 4. The board wishes to have the dedication on a Sunday and 
asked Mrs. Mendenhall to find cut the date of the first Sunday 
Mr. Stephens could come to Athens. 

As there was no other business, the meeting was adjourned.

Miss Mafet pointed out that wi th the operation of the new bookmobile t (w 
library would have limited use of the old bookmobile and suggested that the 
board explore the possibility of operatic the unit in the Model Cities area. The 
board agreed that this whs a ^ood idea, Mr, Vilson Loved that Model Cities 
be asked to pay the staff for the bookmobile (whicji would be acceptable to the 
library)* the insurance on the unit and some of the upkeep.

Mr, Vllfton suggested that a blanket 
bond to cover those who gign checks be scoured and that the a* ount be $53*300.00. 
This met with the approval of the board. 

Standing committee r porta were called for* Mr* Patterson, a Gieir.be r of the 
;ard*n commit tee, reported that a great deal of work needed to be done in the garden, 
and naked if V/f. Dudley Garden Center had been raid for their work* It was noted 
that any plants dying within a year had tg be repalaced by the contractor. 

Mr, Wilson re sorted for the Building ^oTniait tee* He said that plain were underway 
for additional work on the fountain in front, of the library. 3e hoped that this wool 
would be done scon a nd that Mr. Be ison would be plaaaed with It. 

Mrs, Mendenhall re > r Led that several jardinieres needed to be purchased 



for the library.

The netting adjourned with the board fjoiiut to ins nee t jhe new bookn.obil 
which was parked at the rear of the building*
